Text: Matthew 3:2-17

The forerunner of tht King and 


the Kingdom was John the Baptist, 
who cqme from Hie wilderness, into 
the crowded cities and villages of 
Judea, proclaiming that Kingdom of 
Heaven was at hand and calling upon 
men to repent. 


We must not forget that in ad- 


dition to being associated as fore- 
runner and Messiah, John tho Bap- 


people and with the surrounding coun- 
try were of the sort that one finds so 
strongly emphasized in all the referen- 
ces'of His later teaching. He found 
in the out-of-doors not the wildness 
of the desert, but the glory of. the 
ilies of the field and of Ihe waving 
grajn. 


These differences 
are significant. 


They emphasize, for one thing the 
difference between preparation and 
fulfillment.

She exhibited sym- 
toms of infantile paralysis She was 
moved to a special room ,and, when 
she complained of difficult breath- 
ing, she was placed in a huge, boil- 
er-like respirator. 


As her confinement approched Thurs 


day morning, the physicians called 


upon the family of Fred Snite, Jr. 
for special equipment, Snite, world 
famed paraysis victim who has liv- 
in "iron lungs' for more than three and 
a half years, sent a small respirator 
which covers the torso, a resuscitator 
and a technician. 


Mrs. Epstein was removed 
from 


the big "iron lung" at 8:45 a. m. Be- 
cause the small respirator did not 
fit. the patients' breating was main- 
tained during the delivery by the 
manual manipulation of a rescue squad
